We do .not mean that vio- 


lence is to bo excused among them, but that 
its significance is different. 
Louisiana is

Many of the outrages at Iho South aro re- 
forablo quito as much to tbo Celtic and the 
Lalin blood in that section as to political 
feelings. 
"While men kill white mon, aud, 


in imitation of them, black men kill blacks. 
Men of llie samo parly kill each olher. Tho 
solar system will havn lo be changed, or the 
millenium inaugurated l.ofore the people of 
tho tropics bcconio quiet, law-abiding citi- 
zens, and forget tho use of firearms. 


Tho Cairo Bulletin says that in some half 


dozen counties ol southern Illinois a reign 
of perfect lawlessness seems lo prevail. 
Assassinations, lynching^, whippings and 
bauisbment are common occurrences. This 
unhappy state of affairs, though "Egypt"' is 
overwhelmingly Dernocratio,is not made the 
occasion of federal interference.

Tho woman who 
assisted the usurper wns Duncan's own wife, 
tho queen, who afterward crowned her in- 
famy by marrying Macbeth. It is supposed 
thnt fiho was not of Hcottish origin, nnd 
Ihero is no record of Mncboth having .slain
